A, commanid-
ing the troops in the State. They admitted the
T!'h_:ll of terror estabiliched by the rebels, but wanted
the United States troops to make the nrrests, Gov-
ernor Cluyton's arguments in favor of his policy
are nll fallucies.

Acelimatization of Parrots in England.

Unce @ Week gays Mr. Charles Baxton, M.
P., in & paper on the acclimatization of par-
rots (which he read to the British Association
excureionists to Northrepps Hall, Norfolk),
Lss shown that with due care parrots may be
bred in Epgland, notwithstanding Mr. Dar-
win's views to the contrary; and some of the
facts recorded are interesting in more than
one poiot of natural history. At one time
nearly fifty parrota might be seen about the
grounds of Northrepps Hall; the number is
now reduced te twenty-four, the roduaction
being wainly dus to the guns of theil enemies
whevever they left home. Unfortanately,
they are occasioually geized with a desire to
ges the world, and will then take a flight to &
distance of ten or fifteen miles, or even more,
and frem these flights the flock seldom re-
turns in its original force. In one cass a
flock flew to & place full twenty-five wmiles
awsy, and eleven of them were shot. Toe
history of their breeding is thus deseribed by
Mr. Buxton:—

“A pair of cockatoos led the way by most
npsuccessfully attempting to make a nest in
one of the chimneys; before it was hall fin-
i=bed it gave way, and the nest and cockatoos
fell to the bottom. It being summer time,
they were only discovered after gpending a
dsy and a night amongst the soot, and when
they were bronght ount they looked like two
dwarf chimney-sweeps.” Nolhing dannted
by this catastrophe, they made a next attempt
in a box which had been hung outside the
gables of the house, with the hope that it
would be thus ueed. Two egga were laid
and carefully sat npon; but, alss! the eggs
turned ont addled. Then oame & pair of
green parrots, which, makiog their nest in
a box, suncceeded in brioging up one
youug ope; but long before it was fledged
it was croelly murdered by a cockatoo.
“The year after,”” says Mr. Buxton, *‘this
pair brovght up two children; and it was
really & busutiful sight to see the family party
flying sbout, always together, aud living on
the most loviog terms, Buot the mother and
ber eldest son wers both, unhappily, shot."’
This must be regarded as the first real success.
Afterwards a common white cockatoo, who
had gelected & very large rose-colored cockatoo
of & different species for hia bride, scooped ont
a pest in the rotten brauch of an acacia tree,
and this pair bronght up twolive yonog birds;
aud the followiog year they repeated the ex-
periment even more successfully, and brought
up three young oves, thus making np a family

arty of seven. Unfortunately, when the next
reeding season ocourred (the past summer)
the old birds found their nest precccapied by
a pair of grey parrots, which kept possession
and brought nup two young birda, These are
the only cases of breeding mentioned by Mr.

Buxton.
